The Conference Bill Does Not Suit Some 
of the Senators. 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—The senate joint resolu- 
dion directing that the names of sharpshooters 
and military service institution medalists be in- 
dcribed in the army register, and authorizing the 
wearing of decorations by such medalists, was re- 
Dorted back adversely and indefinitely postponed. 

THE CONFERENCE REPORT ON SILVER. 
The conference report on the silver bill was 


4aken up, and Mr. Vest stated reasons why he 


should vote against the report. A large majority 
of the senate had voted, he said, for the free coin- 
age of silver, but the conference report abso- 
lutely did away with all idea of free coinage 
and continued, and was intended to continue, 
the system under which silver had been 

rsistently and consistently degraded since 1873. 

© was anxious to see an absolute parity between 
the two metals as money metals. He would like 
tosee the time when sixteen ounces of silver 
would purchase an ounceof gold, and when an 
ounce of gold would continue, as at present, to 
purchase sixteen ounces of silver.

IT WAS A PACKED JURY. 

Voorhees said that in the practice of his profes- 
sion he always dreaded a packed jury. The trouble 
about the conference bill was not whether the.

tion to the secretary of the treasury, who was 
“packed” nst silver, That was his dread 
about the bill, and one of the strong reasons why 
he should not vote for it. Every single 
section of the bill conferred, and was intended to 
confer, a discretion on the secretary of the treas- 
ury by which he could destroy, dishonor and de- 
ee ge silveras money. The best evidence that 

hat was the purpose of the bill, was to be found 
in its advocates. He was amazed at the hardihood 
of senators taking back all that they had said and 
done and voted within the last three weeks. <A 
majority of seventeen in the senate had voted for 
the free coinage of sliver, and that majority had 
been treated as chaff by the conference committee. 
It wasa day of shame and degradation when a 
majority of seventeen inthe senate was wiped 
out by the report of a conference commit- 
tee, andi when the senate was asked to recede, to 
retrograde, to go back, and to leave the whole 
question to the hostile treasury department. He 
Should not vote for the bill. He would vote for 
any bill that bettered the present law, but he 
agreed with the senator from Texas, Mr. Coke, 
that the conference bill was not an improvement 
on the presentlaw. It was more vague than the 

resent law, more uncertain, gave more discretion 
o the secretary, and consequently involved the 
interests of the people in more doubt. 

COX MEMORIAL EXERCISES. 

The discussion was interrupted at 3 o’clock, and 
the bill went over without action till tomorrow, 
the senate passing from that subject to the 
memorial exercises in respect to the memory of 
the late Representative 8. S. Cox,of New York, 
which had been made a special order for this hour 
today, after being several times previously post- 
poned. | 

Mr. Hiscock offered a resolution declaring that 
the senate had received with profound sorrow the 
announcement of the death of Mr. Cox, and 
tendering to his family an assurance of sympathy 
in its sad bereavement; and he eulogized Mr. Cox’s 
charming character and accomplishments. 

Mr. Voorhees spoke of Mr. Cox as one whose 
life was free from stain, speck or blemish; as a 
brave man, mentally, morally and physically; a 
man who laughed danger in the face, id the law 
of whose being was liberality. He 
wound up in a very Obrilliant eulogium 
with the apostrophe “the associate and delight 
of my earlier and later years, the joy 
and promise of every hour spent together; faith- 
ful and beloved friend of a lifetime, farewell; hail 
and farewell till we meet again.” 

Mr. Sherman paid his tribute to the private and 
public life of Mr. Cox, and was, at times, so 
affected as to be forced to pause until he mas- 
tered his emotion. 

Messrs. Vest, Dixon and Evarts also testified to 
their sense of loss for the departed statesman, and 
then the resolution was adopted and, as a further 
mark of respect, the senate adjourned.

Mr. Crisp Inserts Newspaper Extracts About

WASHINGTON, July 8.—After prayer by the chap- 
lain, Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, in the house, made 
the point of order that there was no quorum pres- 
ent. 

The speaker was able to count but 122 members, 
and, on motion of Mr. McKinley, a call of the 
house was ordered. The call having disclosed the 
presence of 184 members,—more than a quorum— 
the journal of yesterday’s proceedings was read. 

On motion of Mr. Baker, of New York, senate 
amendments were concurred in, to the house bill 
for the admission of the state of Wyoming. 

On motion of Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, the 
senate amendments were concurred in tothe house 
bill granting right of way through the United 
States military reservation at St. Augustine Fla. 
to the Jacksonville, St. Augustine and Halifax 

river Railroad company. 

The speaker laid before the house the senate 
bill to adopt regulations for preventing collisions 
atsea. Mr, Dingley, of Maine, asked for its im- 
mediate passage, explaining that it embodied 
recommendations of the international maritine 
conference, held here last winter. 

After a brief discussion, the previous question 
was ordered—yeas 99, nays 91. There were forty- 
six pairs announced upon the vote, equivalent to 
ninety-two members. 

The bill was then passed—yeas 125, nays 45. 

FROM THE COMMITTEE ON RULES. 

Mr. Cannon, from the committee on rules, re- 
ported aresolution providing that immediately 
after the adoption of the resolution it shall be in 
order for the committee on judiciary to call up 
for consideration the ‘‘original package”’ bill and 
afterward the bankruptcy bill, this order to con- 
tinue from day to day for four days successively, 
beginning with today. Saturday is made private 
bill day. 

Mr. Payson raised the question of consideration 
in favor of theland grant forfeiture bill. 

The house refused—yeas, 80; nays, 97-—-to con- 
sider the resolution from the committee on rules. 

Mr. Farquhar presented the conference report 
on the bill appropriating $75,000 for the relief of 
A. H. Emery. 

Mr. Bynum raised the question of consideration, 
and the house decided—yeas 87, nays 72—to con- 
sider the conference report, the speaker counting 
a quorum. 

A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 

Pending action, Mr. Cummings, of New York, 
rising to a question of personal privilege, quoted 
from a speech made by him on the national elec- 
tion bill some allusion to John I. Davenport. He 
then read a letter he had received from that gen- 
tleman stating that he saw in the Record that Mr. 
Crisp had inserted in his speech am infamous 
attack upon him (Davenport) copied from the 
Commercial Advertiser, subsequently that paper 
had made a retraction and he t onghs it but just 
that the retraction (which is quoted) should go on 
the Record of the house. He, therefore, had re 
quested Mr. Cummings to read the letter. 

Mr. Crisp said that he did not know Davenport 
and had merely cut the extract from the paper and 
inserted in his remarks, because he had not had 
time to read it. Ifhe had known that a retrac- 
tion had been made, he certainly would not have 
used the article. 

The house then, at 5 o’clock, adjourned.

THE FORCE BILL IN THE SENATE, 

Senator Ingalls said today that he had no 
idea yet what the senate would do with the’ 
force bill. Indeed, he said it was too broad a 
question for him to answer right now. This 
reply is evidence that the republicans them- 
selves do not know yet what they will do with 
the iniquitous measure rushed through the 
house by Tom Reed. However, the republi- 
can senators will caucus on the bill probably 
the latter part of this week, and whatever 
they decide to do will be done. Reed, Harri- 
son, Sherman and ‘Billy’? Chandler will exert 
all their force to have the caucus decide to 
pass the bill at once. Indeed, Reed said today 
that the senate should pass it within 
the next three weeks, and it is 
probable that Reed and Harrison will attempt 
to force the senators into line by threatening 
to kill all their pet measures if this is not done. 
The chances today seem to be in favor of a 
victory for Reed and Harrison. However, 
what will be the result no one can tell yet. If 
it is decided to pass the measure at this ses- 
sion, it is probable that the senate will make a 
separate rule to govern the consideration of 
this bill alone, without interfering in future 
with the general rules of the senate.

THE WARM WAVE. 


Chicago Passes Through the Hottest Day 
Since 1888. 

CHIcAGo, July 8.—Yesterday was the hottest 
of the season. It was more than that, it was the 
hottest day in Chicago, since July 17, 1888, on that 
date the thermometer going up to ninety-four de- 
grees. Yesterday ninety-three and two-tenths 
was the hottest. That was at 4 o’clock. It 
steadily fell from that liour. At 10o0’clock it was 
only seventy-nine. The wind was from the south 
all day, blowing at the rate of from twenty to 
twenty-five miles an hour. 

“This weather will probably continue a couple 
of days,” Sergeant Frankenfield said. ‘‘There is a 
low barometer in the north along the Canadian 
berder, and a high barometerin the gulf states. 

barometer is falling slightly in the south, so 

t though the wind be southerly, it will more 
poy | be from the southeast than the southwest, 
and for that reason a little cooler. The maximum 
temperature will probably be somewhere around 
ninety degrees. There is yery little humidity in 
the atmosphere. 

“The rain is allup north. There was a trace of 
rain ot North Platte, Neb., but that was as far 
south as it got. I cannot promise any rain here 

ht away.” 

Ithough yeste was nearly a degree hotter 
than any one of the eight days of hot weather, 
through which the city has just passed. compara- 
tively few cases of sunstroke have been reported, 
and no deaths. This is doubtless due, in a great 
measure, to the dryness of the atmosphere.

| “A FATAL WRECK. 


ENGINEER M’CUE KILLED AND AN- 
OUHER MAN WILL DIE. 


TWO TRAINS COLLIDE ON A TRESTLE 


An Accident Happens to a Special Train 
Sent to the Rescue of Delayed Passen- 
gers—Details of the Wreck. 


There was a fatal wreck on the Georgia Pa- 
cific yesterday. 

It happened just this side of Temple, a small 
station. 

One man was killed instantly, another is so 
badly injured that he is not expected to live, 
and besides these several others received seri- 
ous injuries, 

About noon yesterday a freight train anda 
construction train ran together on a trestle 
this tide of Temple, thirty miles from Atlanta. 
The freight was on schedule time, and passen- 
gers on the incoming passenger train last night 
say thatit was flagged, but the engineer did 
not heed the warning given of the approach- 
ing construction train, but called out to the 
flagman as his train passed: 

“T’ve got my orders and am on time. The 
track is mine, and they’ll haye to clear the 
way.” 

This was Engineer McCune, of the freight. 
When the two heavy trains collided on the 
trestle he was instantly killed. The 

‘engineer of the construction train, whose 
name is not known here, was 
probably fatally hurt. The other injured per- 
sons were train hands. 

Both engines were mashed to pieces, and 
the wreck caused a delay of nearly twelve 
hours in the passenger train which was due in 
Atlanta at 20’clock yesterday. 

The passenger train narrowly escaped a col- 
lision in the wreck. A transfer train was sent 
out from Atlanta to bring the passengers fro 
the incoming train to the city. | 

This train also happened to an accident, 
making two on the same schedule of the same 
road, 

After all the passengers and baggage had 
been transferred, the train backed back to 
Salt Springs. There the engine took the side 
track in order to get at the head of the train 
and pull it to town. 

But on the switch the engine jumped the 
track and could not be gotten back on again. 

Another engine was telegraphed to Atlanta 
for, and with this the train was brought in, 
reaching here at 1:20. 

It was an unlucky day for the Georgia 
Pacific.

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THE MELON EXCHANGE CLOSES ITS 
| * BUSINESS. 


President Forrester Explaius the Why and 
Wherefore—The Exchange Has Ac- 
complished Its Purpose. 


The Georgia Melon exchange has suspended 
business. 

Yesterday morning President Forrester sent 
telegrams to that effect to the exchange’s 
agents in the melon territory and tothe Albany 
bank, through which the exchange business 
has been transacted. 

The suspension was generally known along 
the street before noon. It was much talked of, 
especially in railroad circles and among the 
cominission men, and created great surprise. 

PRESIDENT FORRESTER TALKS FREELY. 

This step, President Forrester explained, 
was due, mainly, to the action of..the agents of 
the exchange through the north and west in 
failing to honor drafts for melons shipped 
them, they giving as a reason the inferior 
quality of some of the melons consigned to 
them. 

“It is true,’’ said he, ‘“‘that we have s6us- 
pended business, so far af the purchase of 
more melons is concerned, but the exchange 
comes out with a clear record. We have ac- 
complished what we set out to accomplish, 
and have succeeded as fully as we had hoped. 
The exchange has been, as they will bear wit- 
ness, a Jgodsend to the melon growers. With 
& shipment up to July Ist three times as heavy 
as was gver known before in the same time, 
the growers got tifty per cent better prices— 
and all on account of the exchange.” 

THE GROWERS SATISFIED. : 

To show the feeling in the melon district, 
Mr. Forrester read a telegram from Valdosta 
which said: ‘I don’t think any more melons 
here will come up to contract. Shtppersabout 
paid up and satisfied.”’ 

“On the same line,” continued the exchange 
president, ‘‘I might quote a large grower from 
Mitchell county who, by the way, is outside 
the exchange. He said only this morning that 
the exchange had brought him fifty 
per cent better prices than he 
would otherwise have gotten, and that so far 
as the grower is concerned it is a glorious suc- 
cess. You will get the same evidence from 
railroads. The railroad men will tell you that 
up to this time last season they had lost the 
freight on hundreds of cars, while this year 
they have lost on not one.”’ 

“Then, too, without the exchange it would 
have been absolutely impossible to handle the 
crop this year—it came on with such a rush. 
In former seasons, when not more than one- 
third as many cars were shipped, the grower 
got only from $35 to $75 acar; this year he 
has received from $105 to $150 percar. So 
you see, look at it in any light you choose, the 
grower has been benefited. And as the 
exchange was organized for the benefit of the 
growers, we are satisfied that the end sought 
has been accomplished.’’ 

THE STOCKHOLDERS. 

‘‘What sbout the stockholders?” 

‘‘Well, the stockholders may lose something, 
but we never expected to make any big money. 
The money which the exchange put up for 
bonuses fixed a price on the melons, giving the 
crop a cash value in the field.”’ 

‘‘How much of the crop has been moved ?” 

‘‘The season in southern Georgia is practi- 
cally over, the only crop which is yet to be 
moved is that from the upper part of the state, 
and the growers there have, for the most 
part, simply been co-operating with the ex- 
change in their shipments—that is have not 
sold directly to the exchange. As for south 
Georgia, in my opinion the exchange has paid 
out to the growers in bonuses enough to 
cover not only the melons already shipped but 
for the balance of the crop as well. The ex- 
change will will move those melons for which 
it has already paid; whenever the car is up to 
contract we will move and market it. 

AS TO THE CO-OPERATORS. 

“There is another class—the co-operators.” 

“Yes,” said Mr. Forrester. ‘‘Those are the 
growers who did not sell direct to us, but co- 
operated by shipping through us. We have 
been unable as yet, owing to the great crush, 
to get returns from all of these, but as fast as 
they are receiaed we will remit to the growers. 
The money received from these is kept asa 
ag Pe fund.”’ 

{fe explained the trouble about the melons 
which the consignees refuse to pay for. 

The contract with the growers calls for 
melons of not less’ than eighteen pounds 
weight. Some of the growers have filled cars 
with smaller melons, and as they were not 
such as were bargained for, the dealers re- 
fused to pay for them. 

“T believe our™agents in the field have 
worked hard and diligently, but it has been a 
physical impossibility for them to” inspect 
every melon.”’ 

Then he concluded: 

‘To sum up, you may just say that the ex- 
ehange has accomplished just whatit set out 
to accomplish. No special people héve been 
benefited by it, but ail the growers have felt 
its good effects. The season is practically over, 
so our wcrk is really done.’’ 

THE NEWS IN THE MELON DISTRICT. 

Boston, Ga., July 8.—[{Special.|—Every one was 
very much suprised today when it was announced 
that the melon syndicate had refused to receive 
any more melons trom the growers. 

This has been the chief topic of the day. 
Mr. J. S. Norton, agent of the Geo 
Carolina exchange, was seen, and talkec 

about the matter. 

“Mr. Norton, it is generally understood that 
your syndicate has reiused to receive any more 
melons from the growers. Will you give us the 
facts of the matter?”’ 

“Yes, I was notified by our president to decline 
further shipment. Our banker, too, has been 
notified to pay no drafts on melona.’’ 

‘*‘Whatdo you attribute this suspension to, since 
the public has been of the opinion that both 
the growers and the syndicate were working nicely 
together?”’ - “ls 

‘I speak for this agency proper, I believe there 
has been no cause ior cowplaint on either side. 
The contract we make with the growers, is this:

We to recejve and pay them $75 _ per 
car for melons shipped up to 
July ist, from the Ist of July . to 


15th, $60; from July 15th to the ist of August, $50 
per car. These figures are based upon melons , 
weighing eighteen pounds and upward. The 

‘melon market was exceedingly good at first, and 
our syndicate advanced the grower fifty per cent 
on the first half of their crop, and we were to re- 
ceive the advanced fifty per cent back on the last 
half shipped.” 

‘‘Has the syndicate received back, yet, their ad- 
vance fifty per cent?’’ 

‘No; not all of it. The growers were d for 
their first shipments $112.50 per car. his, of 
course, included the advanced fifty per cent. The 
melons we were to receive from now to the Ist of 
August would have only cost the syndicate $22.50 

ver Car.”’ 

‘Is not this a rather heavy loss to the syndicate 
to drop the growers at this moment?” 

“Yes, it occurs that way to me. The melons 
that are now being loaded by the members of the 
exchange are large and very choice melons, show 
no signs of sunburn or anything that would pre- 
vent them from bringing good prices. Commis- 
sion men are guaranteeing today $40 to $50 for the 
stock that would have been turned over to the 
exchange.” 

“You have not yet given an explanation as to 
why the syndicate declines to receive any more 
meions.” 

“My opinion is that some of their agencies have 
imposed upon them by permitting small sunburnt 
and otherwise unmarketable melons be

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A Funny Attack on Atlanta. 

Our esteemed cuntemporary, the Augusta 
Chronicle, seems to be indignant over some- 
thing or other connected with the census. 
Jts indignation is interesting to us because 
Atlanta is curiously mixed up with the af- 
fair. : 

Our contemporary, in fact, makes a wild 
attack on Atlanta. We cannot get at the 
real gist of the matter. Whether the gains 
that have been made in Atlanta’s popula- 
tion during the past ten years have been too 
large, or whether they have been too 
small to suit the views of the Chronicle, we 
cannot discover. 

We may say, however, making due allow- 
ance for omissions, that the growth of At- 
lanta’s population has been very satisfactory 

to our people. Itisa solid, a substantial 
andarapid growth. An increase of one 
hundred per cent in the population ofan in- 
land city in ten yéars isnot to be sneezed at, 
even by the censu8 experts. 

In the face of this doubling up of the pop- 
ulation of Atlanta, our Augusta contempor- 
ary viciously remarks that ‘“‘the gate city 
has really reached the maximum of its de- 
velopment,”’ and says that “in 1890 Au- 
gusta, Chattanooga and Birmingham will 
run ahead’ of Atlanta. Well, it is 18 
now, and therefore the prediction cannot 
come true. Perhaps our contemporary 
meant 1900, but the prediction will be no 
truer then. 

We areof the opinion that some inter- 
doper, taking advantage of the hour when 
Editor Walsh, Editor Stovall and Editor 
Hook were engaged in discussing a _ rattle- 
snake watermelon, has surreptitiously com- 
mitted the genial Chronicle to these ‘un- 
warranted remarks about the liveliest’ city 
on the continent. 

But, no matter, Atlanta wishes Augusta 


well and likewise Editor Walsh.

Mechanical Poetry. 

An exchange, commenting on Mr. James 
Whitcomb Riley's ‘‘Ode,”’ read at the un- 
veiling of the Hendricks statue in Indian- 
apolis, thinks that it would bea good idea to 
leave the ode out of such ceremonies alto- 
gether. 

Odes and poems for special occasions are 
for the most part hard, jagged, wooden af- 
fairs, whi¢h make no impression upon an 
audience, and say nothing but what might 
be better said in prose. 

A western contemporary, which appears 
to speak with authority, says that the ‘‘ode’’ 
has outgrown its usefulness; that Mr. 
Riley’s part in the Hendricks monument un- 
veiling could have been well missed, and his 
poetry on that occasion was merely ‘‘sound 
and fury, signifying nothing.” 

Our contemporary’s meaning is clearly ex- 
pressed in this paragraph: ‘‘Wheh a 
solemn event is celebrated in this age men’s 
sharpened instinctssand better filled brains 
expecta gleam of truth, truth specialized 
and vitalized. Words must light upon the 
recesses of the subject with flashes of at- 
aospheric light—the natural light in which 
things are seen as they are and can be 
known. The ode for the moderns is an 
order impossible to fill. Like Mr. Lang’s 
muse it will be found ‘rather thin; little 
more than bone and skin.’ ”’ 

To show that this kind of poetry makes 
no impression the ode at the Philadelphia 
centennial is cited, and it is claimed with 
some degree of truth that very few remem- 
ber who wrote it, and fewer yet could now 
repeat a line of it. 

The trouble about poems of this class is 
not their inappropristeuess—ior they give 
tonc io great occasions—but their lkack of 
heart and human nature. When a man has 
to write a poem ‘‘to order’’ he becomes a 
piece of intellectual machinery—a grinder 
at the mill; he writes with his brain and his 
heart has no place in his work. He must 
*‘look in his heart and write’ if he would 
leave a lasting impression on the hearts of 
others. 

We would not dispense with the ode en- 
tirely, however, and we are sorry to hear 
that Chicago wants to leave it out of her 
exposition ceremonies in 1893. This would 
be a great injustice to her poet, Eugene 
Field. Ifshe wants an ode with heart, 
head, and feet to it, let her ask it of the 
brightest wit, the tenderest humorist, the 
truest poet which the west has produced, 
and we think she will be satisfied with his 

work, 


The European War Cloud, 

Two and two are four, and the four are 
able to reconstruct the map of Europe—if 
indeed, they do not disembowel themselves 
in the attempt. That is the situation in 
Europe today, with Germany and England 
as the first'two and France and Russia as 
the formidable second. 

Between them poor Turkey is the bone of 
contention, and Bulgaria the casus belli. 
Added to the present difficulties of the sit- 
uation is the accumulated bitterness of gen- 
erations between France and Germany and 
of centuries between France and England. 
The Muscovite is an Ishmaelite whose hand 
is against every man’s hand, except that “of 
some one who can serve him; but if he has 
any affinity for anyone, it is for the spark- 
ling and versatile Frenchman, whose genius 
he admires, whose free and easy ways put 
mo restraint upon his barbaric passions. 

England and Russia are old enemies and 
hereditary grudges have grown more 
The aggressive 
eastern policy of Russia makes war with 
England only a question of time. If the 
logic of events has shown anything it has 
shown that if John Bull would hold his 
magnificent eastern empire agninst the Mus- 
covite, he must fight. What the Norsemen 
were to the England of old, the Russians 
are to this England of today, Fierce, bar- 
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the land pirates of the orient. 

The Titanic contest must come, sooner or 
later it is inevitable. To Americans the 
struggle will not be one of remote interest. 
Already the tide of immigration is ebbing 
on the Pacific slope. Nearly all our arable 
land outside the arid regions has been 
taken up by settlers or railroads, and a few 
more decades atour past rate of increase 
will fill the continent comfortably full. 
Russia will meet us on the other shore. Al- 
ready she is creating a commotion among 
the Chinese. If she should drive’ the 
celestials out, where will they flee? The at- 
titude of Russia has been sullen and omir- 
ous; out of her realm have come no tidings 
of comfort and joy. The dark doings of the 
Russian police and the brutal treatment of 
the Siberian exiles have horrified the world. 
If the sickening cry of Count Tolstoi against 
the marriage relation has any excuse in 
Russian society, the state of morals there 
must be degraded beyond belief. Russians 
are hard and cruel, even to their beautiful 
women, and the home is not safe from the 
vandalism of the barbarous Muscovite. The 
heart of the Russian no man knows. His 
deeds are inscrutable and-his thoughts past 
finding out. His literature is like an erup- 
tion of barbarism. This race, if its riotous 
course is not checked, we must meet some 
day on the Pacific, whether in peace or war, 
time alone can tell. 


EL. RR TE Ra Cat ee 
Philosophy, Poetry and Pie. 

So far as his years are concerned, Dr. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes is 4 very old man, 
but all his faculties—his wit, his humor and 
his irresistible common sense—are still very 
young and very much alive. His last work 
is as good as his first, with the addition of a 
certain Mellowness and ripeness that is as 
grateful to the inner sense as the aroma of 
May apples. We all remember the beautiful 
things to be found in one of his first books, 
opening with that exquisite lyric—— 

“Ah, Clemence! When I saw thee last 
Trip down the Rue de Seine.” 

Poetry has been described as the divine 
fire, the gift of the gods, and so forth, but 
one of the characteristics of Dr. Holmes’s 
verse is the undercurrent of common sense 
that runs through it all. It is full of sweet- 
ness and light, but all its qualities—humor- 
ous, tender, pathetic, playful, eloquent—are 
all projected on a background of perfect san- 
itv. Nodoubt some of the prim New Eng- 
landers winced when they read in that early 
volume— 

“For baser tribes the rivera _flow 
That know not wine or song— 

Man wants but little drink here, below, 
But wants that little strong.” 

But Dr. Holmes’s grandfather was one of 
the settlers in Liberty county before the 
revolution, and one of the founders of old 
Midway church—probably one of its pastors 
-——and we have no doubt that he carried 
back with him a flavor of Georgian sun and 
soil that has been inherited by the dear old 
poet who has sung so sweetly these many 
years. 

In the Atlantic Monthly, Dr. Holmes is 
writing a series of papers entitled ‘Over the 
Teacups,’’ somewhat after the manner of 
“The Autoctat of the Breakfast Table,” 
and these later papers are quite as good in 
their way as the earlier ones—not as ambi- 
tious, perhaps, but lit up with the bright 
garrulity of a happy old man who is in love 
with all that is good in his kind, 

The papers take a wide range, and in one 
of the recent ones the genial poet replies to 
@ correspondent who inquires whether oat- 
meal is preferable to pie as an American 
national food. This correspondent may be 
a myth, as many correspondents are, but 
there is a stroke of provincial humor in the 
idea of an American national food that goes 
far to identify the uppish and aggressive 
native of the United States, 

Dr. Holmes, however, takes, or pretends 
to take, his correspondent quite seriously. 
‘*T suppose,’’ says he, ‘‘that the best answer 
Lcan give to your question is to fell you 
what is my own practice. Oatmeal in the 
morning, as an architect lays a bed of con- 
crete to form a base for his superstructure. 
Pie when I can get it that is of the genuine 
sort. There is a very odd prejudice against 
pie as an article of diet. It is common to 
hear every form of bodily degeneracy and 
infirmity attributed to this particular favor- 
ite food. I see no reason or sense in it.’’ 

There you have it! Not a word about 
baked beans, but a sensible unqualified en- 
dorsement of pie—the endorsement of a poet 
who is also a wise physician. 

It has already been demonstrated that pie 
before breakfast was the basis of that gentle 
but vague philosophy that gives Emerson 
such a hold on the inquisitive culture of the 
country, and now comes the sweetest and 
most versatile of American poets naively 
+ confessing that after he has fortified himself 
with oatmeal, he eats pie whenever he can 
get it. Barring the product of the cele- 
brated kilns of Louisville, genuine American 
pie is a wonderful article of diet. If “there 
are any flies on it, at any season of tie year, 
it is because it is sweet and wholesome.

There has been lacking the strong hand of a 
statesman to guide the young republic 
through the first troublous years of its ex- 
istence, and the new government seems to 
be inImminent peril. 

The press censorship, which was estab- 
lished by the new rulers, is strong evidence 
that the men at the head of the provisional 
government, though enamored of the fair 
form of freedom, are totaliy incapable of un- 
derstanding its spirit. The floundering in

‘They appear to 
have the sympathy of the army and navy, 
and the demonstration recently made by the 
army circles on the arrival of the Chilian

The republicans in. the meantime are 
making friends with the Argentine Republic, 
which isa nearer neighbor. The chaotic 
condition of the finances of that republic 
will not admit of much expense in aid of a 
sister nation, but it may come tothe pass 
that she will have to fight for self-preserva- 
tion. So the South American situation 
begins to look almost as complicatedas the 
chronic quarrels of Europe. 

To add to the troubles of Brazil in this 
crisis, she has to deal with four millions of 
ignorant negroes, recently, emancipated, 
The depressing effect of polifical instability 
is made doubly grievous by g@he chaotic con- 
dition of industrial affairs. The first season 
after emancipation it was almost impossible 
to control labor in agricultural districts, and 
the coffee crop was badly damaged because 
sufficient labor could not be had for gather- 
ing it. The necessity of providing them- 
selves food seems to have brought the la- 
borers into amore reasonable frame of mind, 
and we have heard less of labor troubles of 
late; but the experience of the south will 
convince any man that the labor problem of 
Brazil is yet far from a solution. 

Under these conditions the administration 
of Brazilian finances would tax the states- 
manshipof Alexander Hamilton. Certainly 
no such man has appeared there. With the 
form of freedom and the substance lacking, 
and with the powerful organization and tre- 
mendous influence of the clerical party 
against the provisional government, it would 
not be surprising if the people of Brazil 
should refuse to make further trial of a re- 
publican form of government. Having had 
only the form of freedom without the article 
of liberty, it would not be strange if they 
should turn away from it in disgust. Poor 
Brazil may have to be educated up to free- 
dom. That is the direction of things, but 
it takes some nations a4 long time to learn to 
govern themselves.

+ OUGH YESTERDAY. 


The Mention of Running Independent Raises 
the Wind and Kither Side Cheers Lust- 
: ily for Its Favorite. 


McDonovan, Ga., July 8.~[Special.]—This 
has been a red letter day for our town. Hun- 
dreds of people have been present to hear the 


discussion between Stewart and Livingston. 


It was evident from the beginning that Liv- 
ingston had the crowd with him. Both men 
had their favorites, and men went wild when 
their speaker scored a point against his oppo- 
nent. The farmers’ alliance realized that the 
defeat of Livingston would be a death blow to 
the organization, therefore they will rally 
their forces and stand firm to their leader. 
The Stewart men admit the odds against them 
but will make a desperate fight to carry the 
county. Stewart and Livingston engaged in a 
good deal of mud slinging that resultedin no 
good to either party. 

During the discussion Stewart remarked 
that he had, in his boyhood, played among the 
hills of Henry county with those who are now 
grown up men and voters, and proceeded to 
play upon the sympathies of the people in this 
manner, 

When it came time for Livingston to get in 
his work, he retorted that others had played 
over the same hills and landed in the peniten- 
tiary, but that this had nothing to do with 
being sent to congress. 

This brought from Stewart a counter thrust 
that this was meant asa reflection upon the 
people of Henry county, noe of whom had 
run as independents. 

This raised Livingston’s ire, and he claimed 
that Stewart had no right to use such an ex- 
pression without giving him a chance to 
reply. , 

“Tf you say you did not run independent, I 
will not say that you did,” cried Stewart, 
‘and you can reply to it tomorrow.”’ 

Amid the tumult of conflicting 
applause Livingston made himself heard. “I 
must reply now. I didn’t run independent, 
but there were complications that I claim the 
right to explain.”’ 

He then wenton to show how his race in 
Newton county for the legislature, while ap- 
parently independent, was vindicated by his 
election as chairman of the democratic execu- 
tive committee soon after the close of 
the contest. He then went on to 
say that he could produce a _ letter 
that would prove that Stewart had aided 
Thurmond, a republican, in securing the 
Griffin postmastership. 

Again there was a tumult, and Stewart 
dared Livingston to produce the letter. It was 
produced and read, but the name of the writer 
withheld. 

But the Stewart men demanded the author, 
and at last the name was given—M. A. Bow- 
den, the former democratic postmaster at 
Griffin. 

Stewart said that Bowden’s charges were 
false, and that Bowden wanted a lady ap- 
pointed, because she had promised Bowden 
that she would make him assistant postmaster. 
Stewart [claimed that Thurmond had been 
slandered in Washington, and that he had 
simply defended the character of the man 
without knowing who was applying for the 
postofiice. 

In the wind up, Stewart said: “Iam gding 
to beat Livingston for congress, and I am 
going to do it fairly. 

The meeting adjourned in a general uproar 
of applause, in’ which both sides joined 
vociferously. 

The Peabody Institute. 

Epitors CONSTITUTION; The article of Mr. 
Fermor Barrett, secretary of the Peabody insti- 
tuf®, in reply to my criticism upon Judge Hook’s 
policy of holding one institute at Salt Springs, 
instead of a number at different points in the 
state, is incorrect in some of its statements and 
inferences, and I ask the privilege of replying 
to it.

HEAVY FINES 


Violators of the Liquor 

Laws, 

Recorder Kontz is hitting hard at the violators 
of the liquor laws. - 

He is giving thein the law for all it is worth, 
and at the present rate violations will soon become 
a thing of the past. 

Yesterday he struck another base hit in the 
cases against G. B. Hayes and W. D. Taylor. 

Hayes was fined $200 and costs, and Taylor's 
penalty was put at $50. 

Patrolman Daniels made the cases Monday 
morning. 

Hayes runs a drug store on Smith street, near the 
East Tennessee shops. and Taylor is his clerk. For 
some time complaints have been made of the way 
Hayes was carrying on his business. He not 
only sold straight liquor by the quart orin any 
other quantity without prescription, but ran his 
blind tiger on Sundays as well as on the six other 
days of the week. 

* Evidence sufficint to clinch has been accumula- 
ting for a week or more, and on last Sunday, to top 
oft his work, Patrolman Daniels, through a mes- 
senger, bought a pint of the unlicensed red-eye. 

Then the making of. the vase was determined 
upon, and early Monday morning the policeman 
was the first customer in Hayes’ drug store. 

But he didn’t go there to purchase. The clerk, 
Mr. Taylor, was arrested, and a case for selling 
liquor on the Sabbath day and without license 
mzde against him. 

The policeman then sought the proprietor, G. B. 
Hayes,and he was also served in a similar manner. 

Hayes is also interested ina drug store on De- 
catur stueet. Only a day ortwo before this case 
was made by Policeman Daniels for violating the 
law in the Smith street store, a case for precisely 
the same thing was entered against the Decatur 
street barmen. The evidence was not satisfactory 
in this, howover, and the recorder allowed Hayes 
to go without fining him. 

At the trial of yesterday the proof was conclu- 
sive, a number of witnesses testifying fer the city 
as having bought whiskey from the Smith street 
store. 

The judges’ sentence was that Hayes, the 
proprietor, should pay a tine of $200 and costs, and 
that Taylor, as his clerk, should be fined $50 for 
his share in the violation.

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PAY UP THE TEA' 


THE EFFORT BEING MADE TO GIVE 
THEM THEIR MONEY. 


Mr. Roberts’s Plan and That of Mr. Starnes— 
While Differing on the Means They 
Agree as to the End. . 


The teachers must be paid. 

The movement in behalf of the teachers of 
the state public schools that is now being 
pushed forward to secure means for paying 
half of the public tuition in July is command- 
ing the attertion of the stute. 

The fact that a committee will memorialize 
the next legislature on this score shows how 
needed such a change is in the manner of pay- 
ing the public school tuition. 

Commissioner Hook has long been seeking 
some method to haye the teachers paid off at 
least partially in July, but has not been able 
to do so as yet, there being no money in the 
state treasury to the credit of the school fand 
at that period ofthe year. 

Many plans haye been advanced for securing 
the money. 

Mr. J. H. Roberts, county school com- 
missioner of Burke county, is the leader of the 
effort among the teachers to bring such in- 
fluences to bear upon the next legislature as 
will accomplish this desirable end. 

The idea aroused the convention of teachers 
with greatest enthusiasm. 

There can be but little doubt that the object 
in view will be obtained in some form at the 
next session of the legislature. 

DISCUSSING THE PLANS. . 

Tue ConsTITUTION recently sought to show 
how badly neglected are the teachers of Geor- 
gia’s public schools in this matter, 

In aninterview with Mr. Hugh N. Starnes, 
assistant commissioner of education, the situa- 
tion of affairs was shown up. 

Mr. Starnes mentioned several plans that 
might be laid before the next general assembly. 

He spoke of the effort tobe made by the 
teachers, as well as one conceived by himself, 
which was to levy a special tax of one milt 
upon the state’s total property, to give a fund 
suflicient to pay off half the tuition in the fol- 
lowing July. 

Mr. Roberts’s card in yesterday’s ConsTITY- 
TION shows how earnestly the teachers are 
working for legislative relief. 

MR. ROBERTS'S CARD. 

Mr. Roberts’s card, though he raises objec- 
tions to Mr. Starnes’s interview, is right in 
iine with Tur CoNSsTITUTION’s attempt to im- 
press upon the public the imposition which 
past legislation has forceed the teachers to 
accept. 

Mr. Starnes said yesterday with reference to 
the statements of Mr. Roberts: 

“Mr. Roberts’s card does me a certain amount 
of injustice, which I desire to correct, though 
Iam quite willing to bear much more if by 
that or any other means the public can be 
made to realize the greater measure of injus- 
tice now being borne by our teachens. 
Mr. Roberts and the department of edu- 
cation cannot be placed in an antago- 
nistic attitude when both have the same 
purpose in view and are earnestly striving to 
effect the same end, and I do not think he 
ought to write as though such antagonism ex- 
isted. Judge Hook has studied this problem 
faithfully and frequently, and has ever been 
and is now ready to do all in his power to up- 
hold and forward any measure, no matter from 
what source it may emanate, tending to obtain 
the desired object. Mr. Roberts and the de- 
partmentof education differ simply as to ways 
and means.”’ 

‘‘How about his disclaimer as to the plan or 
scheme advWocated by the teachers’ com- 
mittee ?”’ 

‘‘Ffis diselaimeris proper. That was the 
one mistake in your interview last week. I 
knew nothing of any plans or schemes of the 
committee, and our conversation running on 
the individual views of Mr. Roberts, as ex- 
pressed to you personally and as published In 
the Georgia Educational Journal some months 
back, and a constant cross fire of interruptions 
going on meanwhile, it was the easiest thing 
imaginable to get Mr. Roberts and the Journal 
and the teachers committee considerably 
mixed up. But be that asit may, whether a 
general tax is to be ievied for a reserve fund 
or any other plan, yet unconceived, shall 
eventually be decided the best, but one pur- 
pose will actuate the department of education, 


and thatis the ultimate procurement of the 
desired legislation.”’

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REVENUE COLLECTIONS 


THE REPORT OF THE COLLECTOR OF 
- INTERNAL REVENUES. 


Some Interesting Figures About the In- 
creased Collections —The Best Report 
for Several Years Past. 


Georgia’s share of the internal revenue col- 
lections is great. 

And is greater for the year just ended than 
ever before. 

The collector of internal revenues has just 
furnished this report of collections and de- 
posits made for the year ending June 30, 1890. 

That report is a brilliant one, showing, as it 
does, a great increase in the reyenues of Geor- 
gia for the last fiscal year. 

The amounts collected in every line are far 
in advance of those heretofore. 

The collector has made outa tabulated re- 
port of the collections that were made for each 
month inthe year. — 

Some of the figures are extremely inter- 
esting. 

They show what a large number of whisky 
and tobacco dealers there are in the state, and 
the lazge amount of money paid for the year 
for the privilege of selling these Inxuries. 

SOME OF THE FIGURES. 

The collections for penalties and interest for 
the year ending June 30, 1890, amounted to 
$6,247.13. 

The collections for beer stamps sold amounted 
to $34,040.39. 

The money for spirit stamps sold reached 
$47,777.10. 

The cigar and cigarette stamps sold for the 
year reached $8,770.87. 

The tobacco stamps brought in about 
$2,454.21. 

The special tax stamps sold amounted to 
$60,783,88. 

The total amount of collections for the year 
in every line amounted to $55,085.13. 

This shows an increase over last year of 
$118,965.99, the total receipts reported for that 
year only reaching $436,119.14. 

THE ILLICIT DISTILLERS. 

Colonel W. H. Chapman, of the revenue 
service, says there have been more raids made 
within the past month than he has ever 
known to be made. 

They were successful raids, too. 

The distilleries seized for the month of June 
were more than for any other month of the 


» year just ended, both in Georgia and Alabama. 


In Georgia there were twenty-seven dis- 
tilleries seized. These embraced the seizure 
of two hundred and sixty fermenting tubs, 
and 11,330 gallons of beer. Twenty-six men 
were arrested at stills during the month. 

In Alabama fifteen illicit distilleries were 
taken, together with one hundred and sixty- 
six fermenting tubs, and 8,960 gallons of beer. 
Nine men were arrested in that state.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
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The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. , 


NEW YORK, July 8.— While the market of yes- 
terday was rather unsatisfactory, especially to the 
lighter bulls, today’s was more to their taste In 
point of strength, but its narrowness was even 

ter. The agreement in conference upon the 
silver bill supplieda stimulating force-for a short 
time, but the effect was over before the end of the 
first half hour of business. Foreigners were 
taking back some of the stocks parted with yes- 
terday, but the limited demand was soon satisfied 
and dullness in the market became more intense 
than at any time during the present depression in 
business. Even in silver certificates, in which the 
news on the silver question created some anima- 
tion, failed to respond with any advance of moment, 
thougi offers were made at 106 without takers. 
The bears were inclined to make all the capital 
possible out of the failure gf the market to respond 
to the agreement on the silver question, but while 
the bulls were not inclined to buy stocks to any. 
extent upon the agreemeyt, they were encouraged 
to hold on to what they have, and the bears were 
deterred from following up their temporary ad- 
vantage of yesterday. The bull leaders speak 
hopetully of the outlook, both for silver legisla- 
tion and the settlement ofthe railroad difficulties, 
which by many are regarded as a more important 
' factor in the movement of pricesin the near fu- 
turé. When these are out of the way the hope is 
to see the benefit from the recent large disburse- 
ments expected by the street. The opening of the 
market this morning was rather irregular, as com- 
pared with last evening’s closing figures, but 
strength soon appeared and the losses of yester- 
day were in many cases recovered before the end 
of the first half hour’s trading. Coalers and 
Grangers received the most attention, and Lack- 
awana, Jersey Centraland St. Paul showed the 
most strength, and were followed later by Oregon 
Transcontinental and Sugar Refineries. There 
were no niovements among the specialties of note, 
and the rest of the list remained as stagnant as at 
any timefor the past month. Traders covered 
their shorts, taking apparently everything offered, 
and though there were at times some selling for 
foreign account, operations of foreigners 
amounted to little. The upward movement in 
Coalers became more pronounced in the last hour, 
and Lackawana and Jersey Central reached the 
highest figures of the day. The close was dull 
and generally steady at about the best prices of 
the day. Sales aggregated 99,000 shares listed 
and 8,500 unlisted.

COVERING FOR COTTON. 

Avavsra, Ga., July 7.—Colonei J. T. Henderson, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear 
Sir: I‘was never more astonished than when 
reading Mr. Wilson’s letter in your June report of 
the crop, at the ee that he takes in 
regard te the covering of our cotton crop, He 
assumes that cotton covered with cotton enhances 
the value of cotton, which I deny, as it would 
only require 90,000 bales to cover the entire crop, 
and sueli a consumption ¢annot materially affect 
the price of cotton, as the various cotton gins in 
the country consume more than that amount of 
cotton without affecting the price. What will 


Mr. Wilson do about the tare which entailsa 


heavy loss upon the farmer? 

“I see but little choice between jute and pine 
straw or even cotton ¢taik fibre as a covering for 
our cotton. Either material is foreign to the cot- 
ton grower.” 

If cotton stalk fibre is foreign to the cotton 
grower, | do not understand the English language, 
ani the assertion is an absurdity, as nothing the 
farmer grows himself can be foreign. lam forced 
to contend whenever a farmer can utilize any offal 
he produces, it is wise economy for him to use the 
Baie. 

His reference to the revenue arising from the 
cotton stalk fibre to the producer is rather curi- 
ous, as he states that we must consume the entire 
crop,before we can make money. I do not know 
of any crop where the ‘‘whole” is consumed, as a 
large umount of cotton, corn, wheat,etc., is not 
consumed yearly, therefore we should not grow 
them as a money crop. 

What the farmers are fighting for is to whip the 
jute trust, and it is not a war upon any fibre, but 
a@ war against trusts, and we should use any fibre 
that will defeat the bagging trust. We have lost 
an immense amount in the use of cotton bagging, 
and it was wisely expended, as we used the means 
that was most available at that time to fight with; 
but it would be ridiculous for us to cut our noses 
off, when we have & fibre grown in connection with 
our cotton that will cover the same cheaper and 
better than cotton bag ing ; besides the reyenue 
arising from cotton stalk fibre would go into our 
farmers’ pockets, and a profit would be made from 
that which has been wasted and burnt up. 

Mr. Wilson’s argument convinces me that cot- 
ton bagging is unfeasible and is full of fruitless 
hopes, and only attended with great loss to the 
cotton grower. We must have.a practicable sub- 
stitute for jute that can equal itin cheapness, 
durability and protective qualities for cotton cov- 
ering. Cotton stalk fibre Fulfills such qualifica- 
tions, and it is the powder and lead to kill the jute 
trust with, for success in war means the judicious 
use uf the sinews of war money. We can’t con- 
tinue to pay 12c to lic per yard for cotton bagging 
and lose 60c per bale on cotton for tare, when we 
can utilize an offal of our cotton crop for Te to 8c 

r yard and no loss in tare. 

entiment is a good thing to stir up 
war with, but it wont stand the long marches and 
Starvation thatmoney does. In all commercial 
fights money wins her way when sentiment is lost 
in the cry of victory. Mr. Wilson is carried away by 
sentiment and not by judgment, and he loses sight 
of the main question that our war:is against the 
jute trust and not jute fibre.

GLANDERS. 

A malignant, contagious and fatal disease, 
peculiar to horses and mules, presenting itself in 
avariety of forms which come under the follow- 
ing heads: Acute glanders and chronic glanders, 
acute tarcy and chronic farcy. While the symp- 
toms of this disease are dissimilar at the begin- 
ning they always terminate the same. As has 
been fully proven by inoculating an animal with 
the virus taken from a glandered horse, it will 
produce farcy, while the virus from a horse with 
farcy. will produce glanders! This is essentially a 


blood disease. ‘The most common symptoms will 


a discharge from oneor both nostrils ; it may be 
very slight for some time, depending on the sever- 
ity of the case. Small swellings occur in the sub- 
maxillary space (between the lower jaws.) These 
swellings are different from the enlargement of 
coinmon distemper, as they seldom become large 
and rarely €ver suppurate. They will be found as 


an enlargement of the gland, but not attached to | 


the bone, asin the case ef distemper, strangles. 
As the disease becomes more pronounced there 
will be found ulcerated patches on the mucous 
membrane lining the nasal chambers. Some 
cases first present themselves by lameness or 
stiffness of first-one leg, acccompanied by swell- 
ing,then shifting to another; then small knots 
abont the size of a chestnut will appear on the 
Swolicn legs; they will usually suppurate or run 


an oily kind of matter. These in the chronic 


form may soon be healed up, but in the acute 
form they become more plentiful, covering the 
ody, accompanied by the discharge from 
© nose, and the animal soon succumbs. 
A great many other symptoms might be 


given, such as a falling off in flesh, with a rough, 


Staring coat, the animal appearing to be dull an 
languid. This may run on for: Sureent months; 
then followsa slight discharge from the nose. 
These are the most common symptoms. Horses 


that have been exposed to the contagion may not 


show any symptoms for several months, and after 


y show well detined symptoms, may live from 


One to three years and do pretty good service, but 
the danger of thus dealing with this fatal disease 


has often proved the destruction ot manya noble 


animal that they may have come in contact with, 


as well as human beings. There is no cure for 
fsease, und the best thing that can be done is yo 


ve them at once destroyed.

| NUMBERING STREETS. | 


THE PLAN THAT WAS ADOPTED BY 
COUNCIL 


Is Not Exactly the Centennary Plan—City 
Engineer Clayton Discusses the Two 
Plans—The Difference. 


Renumbering the streets of Atlanta. 

A big task it is, and wiil take all summer— 

If the plan adopted by the council is con- 
firmed by the board of aldermen on Thursday 
next, as it doubtless will be. 

Captain R. M. Clayton was seen yesterday 
and asked what he thought of the probability 
of the plan being confirmed. 

“T think it quite probable,” he said, ‘‘that 
the board of aldermen will confirm the action 
of the council.”’ 

“What is the plan in detail, captain? Is it 
the so-called centenary plan ?” 

“‘No, not fully, but partially so. You see 
the council has adopted the old base lines, 
the Georgia railroad and Western and At- 
lantic remains the base lines for streets run- 
ning north and south, and Whitehall and 
Peachtree streets for the base lines for streets 
running east and west, with one excention, the 
making of West Peachtree instead of Peach- 
tree the base line beyond the junction.” 

**How will the numbers run ?”’ 

‘Well, the first block on every street from 
the base line will run from 1 to 100, and the 
second block will begin with No. 100 and run 
to 200, and so on. The lot distance will be 
twenty-five feet, and of course there is nota 
block in the city that will run 100 numbers, but 
each block after the first will begin with an 
even hundred—100, 200, 300, and soon until 
the street reaches its terminal point.” 

‘Was that your plan?” 

“No, not exactly, although it is a very good 
one. My plan was to make West Hunter 
street and Edgewood avenue as the east and 
west base line, and Capital avenue, Peachtree 
and West Peachtree the north and south base 
line. This would have divided nearly every 
street in the city, making ‘‘east’’ and ‘‘west,”’ 
“north” and “south” of all the streets. Then 
you see the numbers on parallel streets would 
have been uniform, while, for stance, in the 
present plan No. 1 Pulliam will be opposite to 
No, 400 on the street running parallel. 
Nevertheless, this adopted by the council is 
not objectionable. Every number in the city 
will have to be changed at any rate.” 

‘‘How will the changes be made?” 

“According to the ordinance, property 
holders will be required to number their 
houses between now and September 1, and in 
case they fail to do so the work will be let out 
at contract, the cost ofnumbering to be simply 
the expense of purchasing and putting on the 
numbers. I, as city engineer, will have to ar- 
range my maps, and will be required to fur- 
nish every property holder, on application, 
with the number of his building.” 

‘his will be a big job.” 

‘Yes, agood, big job; but all work of that sort 
entails a great deal of labor, but it must be 
done. As things now are, there is hardly any 
system at all about the numbering of many of 
the streets, and persons in search of places 
going by the numbers are often perplexed and 
worried a great deal before they are able to 
find out head or tail tothe numbers. It is a 
matter that ought to be attended to without 
delay, and I have no doubt that the plan 
adopted by the council will be be confirmed 
by the board of aldermen and that the work 
will be pushed forward as speedily as possible.

Dr. J. H. Bryants Tried Before the Recorder 
and Released. 

Dr. J. H. Bryants, the man who stayed in the 
station house all night rather than pay twenty- 
five cents, was tried before the recorder yesterday. 

He was released, and ere this is safe back among 
his friends of Indian Springs. 

The story as printed in THE CONSTITUTION yes- 
terday was substantiated by the evidence before 
the recorder. He had come to Atlanta on busi- 
ness, and in talking about watermelons to @dealer 
a misunderstanding arose. The dealer thought 
Dr. Bryants wanted to buy aload of melons. A 
load was put upon a dray, and at this point Dr. 
Bryants refused to take them, becanse he said he 
had made no purchase. 

The dealer took the meions back, but the dray- 
man wanted a quarter tor his trouble, and the old 
gentleman refusing to pay it he was argested and 
taken to the station house, where he remained all 
night, rather than give bond or put up collateral. 
A proposition was made offering to dismiss the 
charge on payment of the quarter to the drayman, 
but this was also rejected. 

In court yesterday it was developed that the 
drayman had delivered the melons he had loaded 
for Dr. Bryants to another party without rehand- 
ling them, receiving his pay from him, 

Upon this, together with the upright character 
of Dr. Bryants, as was clearly shown, and the 
evident absence of any intention to defraud, 
Recorder Kontz dismissed this case.
